Last week my film “Filet of 
Soul” was rejected for inclusion 
in the Saturday night Film Series 
sponsored by Cultural Programs 
The reason for this rejection 
appears to be due to what was 
““cenndentially” described as, 
my “sexist attitude.” 

I have shown a film with one 
of the regularly scheduled 
features twice in the past two 
years. | had hoped that the 
Cultural Programs Film Series 
would eventually be opened up 
to independent filmmakers in 
this community 

It is one of the few 
opportunities to get a large 
audience reaction in 
Sacramento. In many 
including my own, it is a very 
useful and informative feedback 
for this kind of media 

What bothers me about this 
situation is the fact that my film 
was rejected without being 
reviewed. “Filet of Soul” is not 
a sexist film. In fact the theme 
of my movie is “transcending 
chauvinism.”

Johnson moved to Canada to 
escape the draft. Upon returning 
to the United States in the late 
1950's, he was sentenced to two 
years in the federal penitentiary. 

In 1964, the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service 
attempted to declare Johnson a 
stateless person and have him 
deported, because of his socialist 
activities in Canada. Four years 
later, protests and legal appeals 
forced the Service to drop the 
case. 

Johnson is also the author of 
the pamphlet, “Behind the 
Prison Revolt’’ and speaks 
widely on the subject. He was 
also an organizer for the 
National Farmers Organization 
in Colorado.

Acceptance and Shelter

This column is one in a continuous series which will concern 
itself with the activities and viewpoints of La Raza at this college 
and throughout the Southwest. 

We have lived in the barrios, skid rows and labor campus of this 
state. We have savored the smells, sights and sounds of the 
“colonias” from one end of the state to the other. We sought 
them and our families sought them. We cared little why, only that 
they were home and our world. 

To the eyes of strangers, city planners, county planners, 
liberal do-gooders, the colonias are areas of “‘public shame,” 
decay, poverty and neglect. They were areas earmarked in their 
cold mechanical maps for redevelopment, urban renewal and - 
more often - destruction. The eyes of these strangers have little 
compassion for the beauty of the barrios, the skid rows, its 
people and their culture. 

Skid rows, they called them, and to the stuffy Anglos uptown 
it was an unpleasant area to drive through. It was an area filled 
with ‘dark suspicious characters,” smelly restaurants, drunks and 
sin. To La Raza, Blacks, Phillipinos, and Asians, the skid rows 
were the heart of ethnic business. They - in a sense - fullfilled the 
desires of cultural expresssion 

In the cantinas, gritos were burst out to relieve the tension of 
nagging wives, screaming children, tired bones and muscles - all of 
these, with complete abandonment. The “smelly” restaurants 
perfumed the skid rows with taste-satisfying dishes of chile verde, 
adobe, chow mein and Suschi 

The skid row offered shelter and food to the rejected, 
forgotten and lost. Its inhabitants did not suffer the many 
humiliations they received in the other parts of town. They did 
not suffer the scorntul, ugly looks of condemnation trom the 
taces of strangers 

The skid row fulfilled the desires of those who sought it. It 
had a heart of its own. It had excitement, movement and music 
It had its good and it had its bad

Little of the skid rows remain. The “public’s shame” is making 
room for parking lots, banks and Anglo businesses. The ethnic 
many never to return. The skid row 
inhabitants have moved to other slums and its transients to other 
skid rows. The warmth and shelter that these skid rows gave will 
never be replaced by parking lots, McDonalds or antiseptic banks. 
The ugliness the stuffy stranger uptown saw is being destroyed by 
the wrecking ball, but the poverty, discrimination, and neglect 
remain 

E} Barrio de} Chivo’s only sin was that it lay like an open sore 
near the entrances to Stockton, from the great Highway 99. It 
stood like a monument of poverty to all visitors leaving and 
coming. It stood ‘like a hunger-bloated child appearing and 
reappearing in the nightmares of political fatcats leaving and 
coming from Sacramento. The dream was destroyed but not the 
hungry child. 

El Barrio de] Chivo was destroyed because it offended the eyes 
of society and not the conscience. On hot summer evenings in the 
porches, cantinas and sidewalks of the government-built barrios 
of Stockton, the migrants of Chivo reminisce about the beauty of 
family, unity, and commonness that was Chivo. They reminisce 
of homes built and owned, “feyita per mia” - not so pretty but it 
is mine. They spoke of the Mexican-owned businesses, “que 
fiyaban” - loan companies and sometimes food banks that 
required only acquaintance as collateral. 

They spoke of the mornings when “el canto del gallo” and el 
pandero announced the coming of light. They spoke of the 
evenings and nights filled with the cat calls of communication and 
the music of emotions. 

El Barrios del Chivo is a recurring dream of beauty in a maze of 
ugly hallucinations to the migrants of Chivo. It’s been ten years 
since the death of Chivo, ten years of exodus from one 
government-built barrio to the next. From the beauty of the 
Chivo to the boxcars of Edison Villa, to the makeshift barracks of 
Sierra Vista, the cubicles of apartment complexes and finally 
Conway Homes. 

The Valley of San Joaquin is filled with the deaths of Barrios 
del Chivos, of exodus, shameful handouts and continuous

LaPena will be participating in 
an international art testival to be 
held in Paris and Nancy, France, 
beginning in April. His 
Participation was arranged by 
Lloyd E. Oxendine, director of 
the Native North American 
Artists. LaPena, a Wintu Indian, 
feels that participation in such 
an art festival would give 
exposure to the Native American 
modern art that does exist 

He says that the Native North 
American Artists was formed 
because ‘“‘whenever anyone picks 
up a book on American art, it 
contains nothing on Indian art.” 
He says that it was Germany and 
France that were interested in 
the Indian artifacts in our early 
history as a nation, and not the 
United States. The collection of 
Indian works is better in 
Germany than here and Indian 
languages are studied and spoken 
there. 

LaPena has had several 
one-man art shows since he 
started exhibiting his work in 
1950. His work has been shown 
in California, New Mexico, and 
Washington, D.C. Some of his 
art includes sketchings, ink and 
mixed media, which will be 
entries in the international art 
festival. 

He is currently teaching a 
class on Indian art history and 
culture, where the universality 
of living things is the subject 
matter. He says people are of 
one entity, they are not separate 
entities.

veterans gather, the subject of 
benefits is raised and after much 
head shaking and empathetic 
shoulder drooping the subject is 
dropped without resolution. The 
check usually comes and bills are 
paid but veterans are never sure 
why the delay or what to do 
about it 

The most common cause of 
the late checks is change in the 
status of the veteran. Changing 
schools, changing major field of 
study, or even a simple change 
of address can delay checks for 
weeks and in extreme cases 
months 

A few weeks should not be 
cause for picketing the Veterans 
Service Office or angry inquiries 
at the window on

The first time benefits are 
received, and after a change of 
schools, a wait is inevitable. If 
months pass, though, the 
student should make sure he is 
properly enrolled by inquiring at 
the veterans window on campus

can either submit inquiries at 
either the Veterans Service 
Office at 1819 K Str. or to the 
Veterans Administration 
Regional Office, 49 Fourth St., 
San Francisco, Ca.

The local veterans service 


office was originally set up to 
handie WWII veterans’ benefits 
but since the Vietnam war they 
have been too overloaded and 
understaffed to handle 
effectively the many veterans 
getting G.I. Bill benefits. They 
can handle the initial paperwork 
for starting benefits but can’t 
effectively handle inquiries. 
Inquiries should be sent directly 
to the Administration Office in 
San Francisco 

Since benefit checks are 
usually received before answers 
to inquiries, the simplest way to 
delay is to

necessary, changes should be 
made soon after receiving a 
monthly check. This gives the 
VA time to process the change 
and might result in no delay

The important thing to 
remember is that though the VA 
is infallible, those who work for 
it are not. Delays that are 
usually blamed on ‘‘the 
computer” are normally caused 
by personal handling at the 
local, state and federal level. 
Time is lost in physically moving 
the paperwork and the Post 
Office can be blamed in some 
cases 

Despite the many cases of 
delay, the VA does get the 
checks out. Payment of three 
months benefits in one check is 


a pleasant windfall and few 
veterans can say they waited 
more than two months for 


money. Questions on eligibility 
for benefits should be directed 
to the Veterans Service Office 


on K St 
General veterans benefits, 
which include burial in a 


national cemetary, are covered 
in a paperback titled Benefits for 
U.S. Veterans by Ray Cromley. 
It answers the question, “Who is 
a veteran?” and the benefits 
available for different types of 
veterans. It is currently available 
at book stands around town but 
not in the Hornet Bookstore.

Psychology Counseling Practicum 


Providing Services and Educational Experience 


by Jo ANNE TERRY 

Is there a problem you're 
stuck in the middle of? Perhaps 
a personal situation or maybe 
one with family or friends? 
There is a program on campus 
that might be beneficial to you 
It's called the Psychology 
Counseling Practicum 

Before you shake your head. 
think about it for a minute. It’s 
not your typical psychoanalysis 
trip, but rather, an effort to 
learn your problem and in the 
Process, teach the person 
counseling you 

Actually this project is not 
new. According to Dr. Doug 
Michell, professor of psychology 
and co-coordinator for the 
project, “It’s been in effect fora 
number of years.” It had its 
initial beginning when graduate 
courses in the counseling 
department began at the 
university. Although its purposes 
Originally involved several 
professors, they all agreed it 
should be used as practical 
experience for graduate students 
working on masters degrees 

The program is run by 
graduate students who desire 
professions in the psychology 
field. The students each counsel 
two persons per week 

One big, confusing issue on 
this campus, says Michell, is the 
misconception that this service ts 
for on-campus students. He 
stresses and restresses the fact 
that this is not true. The 
on-campus students already have 
a psychology-counseling service 
provided for them free of 
charge, when they pay their 
student fees. It is located on the 
second floor of the 
administration building 
Professional psychologists are 
specifically employed there by 
the state, to assist in student 
problems. 

Instead, the Psychology 
Counseling Practicum is designed 
especially for the non-student 
That non-student may be a 
spouse, parent, or child of a 
student, or may be just a 
member of the outside 
community. Says Michell, “‘I 
emphasize that it’s not a service 
that is primarily for students. 
The clientele are people who are 
not entitled to the psychological 
services at the campus. 
Sometimes a student's family 
will look into the service. We 
have announcements in the loca] 
papers, the ‘Bee’, the ‘Union’, 
the ‘Green Sheet’, and radio. It’s 
for the non-college community, 
basically the non-student. It 
provides non-students with the 
same services that are provided 
for students on the campus.” 

In reality, this service actually 
benefits two groups of people; 
the graduate student-counselor, 
the the person with the problem.
